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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment and Arguments 

1. Amendment to claims 1, 8 and 14-17 and addition of new claims 18-22 is noted. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see p. 9-1 1 in the reply filed 24 July 2009, with respect to 
the rejection of claims 1, 3-8, 10-13, 15 and 17 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of the above mentioned claims has been withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1 , 3-8 and 1 0-22 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest a method of catalytic reaction using a micro- 
reactor, wherein the reaction uses a micro-reactor with a metal catalyst or metal 
complex, either of which catalyst being incorporated in a polymer. Specifically, the prior 
art of record does not teach or suggest a method of catalytic reaction using such a 
catalyst incorporated in a polymer which is supported on the inner wall of a micro- 
reactor channel by covalent bond directly to a silanol or amino group on the inner wall of 
the channel or by covalent bond to a spacer bonded to a silanol or amino group on the 
inner wall of the channel.
